-Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrioxy 1. That section one (1) of chapter thirty-seven
- (37) of the General Laws of one thousand eight hundred and
seventy-five (1875), reluting to the compensution of judges
of probate, he and the same is hereby amended so as to read
as follows S

See. .1,  There shall be allowed and paid to the several Salary of pro~
judges of probate in this State, in lieu of the fecs, cogts and bato judge.
perquisitescheretofore allowed by law, an annual compensa-
tion for their services as follows: In counties having a
population of one thounsand (1,000) inhabitants or less, the
sum of one hundred dollars ($100) ; and in all other counties
the sum of one hundred dollars (3100) for the first thousand
inhabitants, and an additional sum of fifty dollars (§50) for
each additional thousand of population or majot fraction
“thereof; to be paid quarter-yearly by the treasurer of the
county, upon the warrant of the county auditor. Provided,
